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REMARKS 

Applicants have canceled claim 17 without prejudice or 
disclaimer and added new claims 18-24. Accordingly, claims 16 
and 18-24 are pending. 

The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) of claim 17 as being 
anticipated by Clark et al and the objection to claim 17 have 
been rendered moot by the cancellation of the claim. 

Claim 16 has been allowed, however Applicants have 
amended claim 16 to add the labels to each of the 
subparagraphs of the claim for clarity. 

New claims 18-24 are dependent claims and have allowed 
claim 16 as a base claim. Bach of the dependent claims is 
directed to aspects of the invention disclosed in the 
specification and shown in the drawings. Further,, since the 
claims are dependent from an allowable base claim, each of the 
claims should also be found allowable.
